Keep birds cool in summer 


Pre paration for cooling birds during ex- 
tremely hot weather is a wise move, say 
University of California poultry scien- 
tists. They think the best system to pre- 
vent death is fogging the birds with a fine 
mist spray. Fogging nozzles should be 
set 6 to 8 feet apart and should operat 
about 1 minute out of every 10-—more 
often if heat is extreme. Installation cost is

Main disadvantage of a crossbreeding 
program is the lack of uniformity that can 
occur for some qualities in second and 
later crosses.

Crossbreeding isn't a substitute for 
good management, nutrition, and disease 
control, The average advantages for 
crossbreeding are relatively small and 
neglect of any of these items could quick- 
ly result in more loss than any conceiv- 
able gain from crossbreeding could repay 

What about using “hybrid” boars in 
crosses? It's probably best to use a series 
of them or else not include them in your 
crossing program. Breeders producing or 
selling hybrids have attempted to choose 
breeds and develop strains within those 
breeds which will cross well with the 
farmer's sows.
